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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicant's arguments in the Response filed 6/10/08 (page 
10, line 10 - page 15, line 22) with respect to claims 1-31 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 1-30 under 35 USC §112, the rejection of claims 13, 18- 
21, & 31 under 35 USC §102, and the objection to claims 32-34 
have been withdrawn.
